“A considerable percentage of the 
total for 1925,” said Mr. Kinney, 
“fs for concrete street paving. This 
to my mind indicates that traffie con- 
gestion in our cities is bringing many 
of them face to face with the neces- 
sity of replaging earlier types of 
pavement which were good enough 
in their day, but which were never 
intended to meet the demands made 
upon city streets in this day of motor 
transport.” 

Mr. Kinney also called attention 
to the numerous highway widening 
plans under way or proposed in and 
near future in various centers such 
as Detroit, Seattle, Los Angeles and 
elsewhere. “At the present time,’’ 
said Mr. Kinney, “concrete pavement 
laid some years ago between Detroit 
and Pontiac, on the Boston Post 
Road in Connecticut, on the Victory 
Highway near Seattle ang on various 
highways in the vicinity of Washing- 
ton, D. C., is being widened to re- 
lieve the bottleneck congestion which 
sacs large city is now experiencing. 

“In spite of the generous support 
which the publie is everywhere giv- 
ine to sound proposals for the relief 
of traffic congestion, it seems al- 
most impossible,” Mr. Kinney con- 
tinued “for highway builders to keep 
pace with the demands made upon 
them for increased pavement mile- 
age. For this reason I believe we 
can look forward to continued, sub- 
stantial expansion in permanent 
highway building.”

Advocates Use of Choke

Much has been written during the | 
past few months of the advantages } 
and disadvantages of  resistance- | 


coupled audio-frequency amplification, 
and generally it has been agreed that 
the quality obtained from such an 
amplifier is an improvement over that 
emanating from most transformer- 
coupled amplifiers. Describing a new 
receiver in the Radio Broadcast maga- 


zine, Glenn H. Browning advocates 
the use of choke, or impedance- 


coupled stages, for the audio amplifi- 
cation. He says that two stages of 
transformer-coupled amplification will 
undoubtedly give sufticient volume, if 
transformers of approximately 4:1 
ratio are employed, but in these days, 
when most fans are veritable sticklers 
for quality and that old war cry of 
DX at all costs (including quality) 
has been dropped, something better is 


wanted. This is to be found in im- 
pedance coupling, Mr. Browning | 
claims. To quote his own words, | 
The “three-stage impedence-coupled 
amplification has as good quality as | 
resistance, and, if properly built and 
operated, gives greater volume and 
does not require an abnormal ‘B’ bat- 


tery voltage.”
